Reported That N, H, Regiment 


Will Be Ordered There, , 


Nearly all Officers and Over 


to Serve. 


Men- 


CONCORD, Oct. 16 —It is reported on 


good authority that instead of being 
muttered out of service the First regi 
ment Now Hampshire volunteers, will 
be ordered to Porto Rico this week 
Nearly all the -officers and over 800 of 
the men are said to be anxious to re 
mam in the service. In case such or- 
ders are received it is expected that the 
heads of families and others disinclined 
to remain in the service will be given 
discharges. 
The regiment is now in 


first class condition with very few cases 
of sickness and is pronounced by the 
regular army officers to be a flue body 
of troops. 
Those in authority, how- 


ever, are disinclined to talk of the fu- 
ture of the regiment.

majority of the 1200 men of the 1st New 
Hampshire, who left thair homes and 
came to this city on Wednesday last, 
that day having marked the expiration 
ol a 30 day's furlough, expected on their 
arrival that 10 days would see them 
doff the uniforms of Uncle Sam, well 
authenticated rumors augur disappoint- 
ment to some. 


The story which has gained cuironcy 


and is thoroughly relied upon, is to the 
effect that Col B H Rolfe has received 
secret orders from the war department 
to the effect that if a majority of the 
volunteers of the 1st New Hampshire 
desire to remain in the service the en- 
tire regiment will be ordered to Porto 
Bico within a week or 10 days. 


It is said that one preliminary can- 


vass indicated that 900 men were will- 
ing to remain in the army. 


Itis understood that a strong effort 


would be made to relie\efrom the ser- 
vice all men who can show family and 
business relations which make it im- 
perative that they should remain at 
home. 


From the time the regiment was first 


ordered home from Lexington, there 
have been strong influences at work 
looking to a continuance in the service 
of New Hampshire soldiers, and this 
latest phase of the situation indicates 
that the will of the majority is to de- 
termine the final disposition of the regi- 
ment. 


A report is in circulation tonight that 


the regiment was canvassed this morn 
ing to obtain the sentiment of tha men 
with reference to the proposition to 
keep the command in the service, and 
that the number who voted for it was 
considerably below the 500 named by 
the war department. 
It is reported 


that a second canvass will be made.

THE ILL-FATED MOHEGAN. 


LONDON, Oct. 16. — The

Transport company issued the following

Edward F. Safford, one of the best 


known citizens of Eittery and the pion- 
eer of the summer hotel business on the 
New England coast, died at his home at 
the hotel Pepperrell in Kittery Point at 
about two o'clock on Sunday afternoon, 
after a long and painful illness, at the 
age of sixty-three years. 


The immediate cause of death was

He was char- 
itable and kind-hearted, a great lover of 
nature and a close student of the cur- 
rent national questions, which made it 
agreeable to converse with him and a 
pleasure to listen to his fund of in- 
formation of such subjects. He was a 
loyal republican. 
He was a membor of 


the Congregational church and was ac- 
tively engaged in religions work. 


His summer hotel was among the 


first to be erected in the state and has 
been the headquarters of many of the 
leading literary, professional aud busi- 
ness men of the country, and his guests

He is survived by a wife, who has 


ever been his faithful life partner, and 
two brothers, Hon. Moses A. Qafford, of 
Ktttery, one of the oldest members of 
the York county bar and John S. Sal- 
ford of Kittery Point.
